Port Danly Is Blown Up To Avoid Capture by 


the Japanese in Their Advance. 


FINEST HARBOR IN THE FAR EAST 


Millions of Dollars Had Been Spent to Make It a Perfect 


Location for Docks, Warehouses and 


Railroads.

St. Petersburg. May 13.—Dalny, the 


first city reared by the czar, has been 
blown up by the Russians. 
The czar 


yesterday received two 
dispatches 


from Viceroy Alexleff announcing the 
destruction of the place. The first 
said that the engineers had blown up 
the docks and piers, which 
were 


erected at a cost of 10,000,000 roubles. 
The second dispatch Indicated 
that 


the whole city had been destroyed by 
torch and powder. 


The reason semiofficially advanced 


for • shattering the docks and piers 
•was that such action would Impede 
the landing of a Japanese force at 
Dalny, but when the news of the com- 
plete destruction of the city was re- 
ceived It was regarded ominously us 
Indicating a desperate situation, and 
still gloomier news Is now feared. 


The.city was much excited 
last 


night over persistent rumors 
that 


there Is heavy fighting at Port Arthur, 
but the officials refuse cither to affirm 
or deny repor.ts. 


Make a Dash 


Chefoo, May 13.—The report reach- 
es here that the Russians have suc- 
ceeded In partially removing the ob- 
structions from the mouth of the har- 
bor and that the effective vessels In 
the Russian squadron arc being pre- 
pared for a dash througii, the Japa- 
nese cordon. .They can at least sink 
some of Admiral Togo's fleet before 
they themselves go down. 


Another rumor which is persistent 


but which cannot be confirmed is that 
a. Joint land and sea attack is being 
made on Port Arthur and that the 
Russian advance ppsts 
arc 
being 


•gradually, forced'.In. "No definite news 
reached -here yesterday of KuroKl's 
movements. It IB currently reported 
that the Taku-Shan column Is almost 
at iral-Cheng. where there Is believed 
to be a considerable force of Rus- 
sians, consisting of the troops 
with- 


drawn from New Chwnng and 
the 


Laol-Tung peninsula. 
Ktirokl Is be- 


lieved to be waiting for the attack 
on Hal-Cheng to gut into touch with 
the column coming up from Kwan- 
Tlen before delivering his attack on 
Laol-Yang. 
From Anlung- comes a 


report that the total Russian losses 
in killed, wounded 
and 
prisoners 


since the passage of the Yalu on May 
1 has been considerably above G.OOO 
men. 


Grant Peace 


Berlin. May 13.—N'eftvs have been 


received here that the peace bureau 
In Berne has sent a note to the gov- 
ernment of Russia and Japan, which 
has caused no little' sensation.' In 
this note it is pointed out that the 
present war hurts materially the vital 
Interests of both countries and that. 
lf.lt Is not soon- stopped, It may prove 
fatal to the welfare of Russia as well 
as of Japan. Also countries further 
away from'the scene of war are be- 
ginning'to feel the Injurious effects 
of the war, and all undoubtedly wish 
that some one would take the Initia- 
tive toward, the re-establishing 
of 


peace. The .peace bureau prays the 
ruling poprers In St. Petersburg, and 
in Toklo, that they do everything pos- 
sible to arrive at a peaceable solution 
of the conflict. I hear that the iteanr 
er Columbia, which 
was 
recently 


bought by the Russian 
government 


from the Haaiburg-Amerlcan line has 
left for the port of Llbau to be ready 
to be used as an auxiliary cruiser.

Russians Ruin an Entire City 


St. Petersburg. May 13.—Following 


Viceroy Alexleff's dispatch to the czar 
Informing him that the ducks and 
piers at Port Dalny had been blown 
up presumably to render a Japanese 
landing at that place as dllllcult an 
possible, came the news that the Rus- 
sian forces had destroyed the whole 
city rather than have it fall into the 
hands of the enemy. 


A rumor Is current here that fight- 


ing Is In progress nt Port Arthur, but 
there Is no official news confirming 
the reports.

Tallonwan bay Is one of tho finest 


deep water harbors on the Pacific. It 
IH free from Ice In winter and ships 
drawing thirty feet of water can enter 
nt low tide without difficulty and with- 
out, aid of pilots can sail or steam 
alongside the docks, where their car- 
goes can be loaded Into railroad cars 
anil run direct for 0,000 miles to St. 
Petersburg. 


Dalny Had Fine Harbor.

Five largo piers hud been con- 


structed each supplied with numerous 
railroad tracks and 
Immense ware- 


houses and elevators, gas, electric 
lights and water. A largo breakwater 
was being constructed so that ships 
could He at. the piers and load and 
unload regardless of weather. 


Over Jfi.OOO.OOO had been expended 


on the harbor system before the end 
of 1002 and It was estimated that the 
cost of completing the works would 
bo nearly $20,000.000.

NORTH BORNEO REBELS 


MURDER MEN AND WOMEN 


Missionaries Report the Massacre of 


130 Persons In Night Attack'on 


Little British Colony. 


Victoria. B. C.. May 13.—Missionar- 


ies who were passengers on the liner 
Empress of India bring advices of an 
atroclou8v massacre at a little colony 
on the west coast of British North 
Borneo, at Kawang railway station, 
midway between Jcaseltotr and Paper, 
March 31. A band of rebels from tho 
interior are credited with killing 130 
men. women and children, most of 
thuui Chinese coollfH, but a fc>v Eng- 
lish, wounding many others ami burn- 
IUE the house; and iiuts... 


The rebels swept down on 
the 


colony at 10 o'clock nt night. 
The 


band divided Into two parts, one of 
100 hiding In n reserve on the top of 
a hill, while the others rushed on the 
settlement. 
The wife and children 


of the statlonmaster and the English 
railway driver and 
his 
wife 
were 


among those killed. 


The rebels first attacked the in- 


mates of the Chinese shops, the carn- 
age finally becoming general nnd the 
men, women and children being butch- 
ered Indiscriminately. • 


After burning the village tho rebels 


departed, leaving many victims cruel- 
ly wounded and helpless amid 
the 


ruins of their homes. The survivors, 
one 'native flreniau,- the HtiUluiiiniistur 
and a few of the wounded coolies, es- 
caped to Jcxsoltoii, from where tho 
noxva was suruad.

The Hearst followers had

wrought to a high pitch of determina- 
tion by rousing addresses beforehand

The Rev, 
Sam Small advised.against voting for 
Parker If lie were nominated. 


Parker Forcee In Majority. 


The first vote <in tho organization 


of the convention showed the Parker 
forces to number 1,01)4 and the Hearst 
following -JB8.

tion for Parker was 95-1 to 082, muuy 
delegates being. In Hyinpathy.wlth the 
plea of tho Twelfth district that Its 
two delegates be allowed to voto their 
sentiments for Hearst, that otherwise 
It might endanger-the seat of Reprc- 
suntatlve Robinson, Democratic •con- 
gressman from' the district. This was 
the only district of the thirteen car- 
ried by tly?.

Ian of New York. The cheering last*,

neys while at play on the root's nnd 
the police now believe that the Me- 
Cabtll girl might have climbed onto 
the chimney and fallen Into It. , 


Twice before the body'was. found, a 


well-dressed young woman culled at 
tho McCahlll home nnd said that she 
had a presentiment that the child 
would be found In the chimney. 
On 


her Kocoml visit ^ she expressed sur- 
prise that a search of the* chimney 
had not been made on.'her^ previous 
.suggestion. 
She refused to" give her 


name or address and the police are 
now trying to find her. 
It was after 


her second visit that tho Investiga- 
tion was made which resulted In. the 
finding of the body. 


After leaving her homo on May 2 


to play in the street the child was 
seen In Third avenue with a man, de- 
scribed as tall and dark. 
She had a 


bag of candy In her hand, but was 
crying. 
That Is all tho police hnvo 


had to work'on. 
Their search had 


proceeded on the belief that the man 
was an Italian and that the girl would 
eventually be found In one of the Itnl- 
Inn colonies In this or some near-by 
city.

A TRAGIC INCIDENT. 


TTTII Dnjn In n Country Town, Old 


ForiMiniixli, the 
KliiMTinnn, 


There Is one country town In the 


west which doi-s not believe that circus 
pcojilc are mercenary. 
The Incident 


\VI\M recalled tiy a nuin \vlio H;IW It. lie 
paid: 
"It was In 1ST2, In the town of 


Holdcn, Mo., a place on tli'i Missouri 
Pacific rallrnnd, where there Ix also n 
junction of one branch of thu Missouri, 
Kansas & 'Texas railroad. Thu clrciu 
npened on Saturday. As It was to show 
In a town In an ad joining county on the 
following Monday, It remained in IIol< 
den over Sunday.' On Saturday morn- 
Ing- a man who lived in the town killed 
hlswifeand himself. In a small town an 
occurrence of this character nearly 
paralyzes business. Kvcryone had ac- 
cess to the house of the double tragedy. 
Xattimlly, the crowd In town was great- 
er than usual. The eireux had drawn on 
the country. Wagons tilled with people 
blocked the lanes early, and then filled 
the town. These people waiting for the 
show to open put in the intervening 
time looking nt. the dead. The bodies 
of the man and woman bad been placed 
cide by side. The pistol wns picked up 
by the coroner, who found It under a 
small table near where the shots hail 
been fired. And that Is how he discov- 
ered two circus tickets that had been 
left on the table. Where they had been 
purchased was not known, as circuses 
do not have tickets on sale in small 
towns except at the wngon. Inquiry 
vhowcd that these people had no 11101103-. 
Not a cent was found, and at the place 
where the man had been employed it 
was learned that he had overdrawn his 
earnings. The nitfht before he pleaded 
with his employer for a dollar. He 
said he wanted It to buy tickets tn the 
circus, and added that his wife threat- 
ened to leave him if he did not take 
her. 
On this pica he obtained 
the 


money. There was no other evidence 
at the inquest. 


"The coroner was an honest man. lie 


returned the circus tickets to the pro- 
prietor, old Adam Forepau/rh, 
who 


Icnrned the story of the double killing1. 
I was present when the coroner told his 
ctory to the gruff old cirrus man, who 
put the tickets in his pocket and walked 
nwny wlthoiitsnylnfrn word. 


"Sunday was the day of'tlie funeral. 


The circus people remained In their 
train, which was made up ready to pull 
out on the following' morning. In tin; 
llHlclioiiseulierclho deiid werecofllncd 
were less than n dozen persons. A few 
minutes before the dead were taken out 
a stranger called anil askeil for a friend 
cf the victims. The only one who an- 
swered was the undertaker, and it is not 
likely that his friendship was entirely 
unselfish. 
The interview between the 


men was brief. 
• 


"The little cortrgC'on Its way to tlr/ 


cemetery crossed thc>trarlc on, which 
the circus train near by stood. An old 
man sat on the rear platform of hl« 
private car, Mnoktnjr, an the henrse and 
three buggies went by. He took oft" his 
iiat until the vehicles bad passed. The
